Washington, October 19.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge, in a letter made pub- 
lic today to Commander Marion Ep- 
pley, national chairman of the Navy 
League of the United States, con- 
gratulated the organization on tts 
plan to observe again this year, Oc- 
tober 27, the birthday of President 
Roosevelt, as Navy day. 

“It is particularly fitting to ob- 
serve Navy day,’ Mr. Coolidge wrote, 
‘on the anniversary of the great 
president, who was. so long devoted 
to the interests of the naval estab- 
lishment and I am, therefore gratified 
that the same day is this 
year to be observed once more as 
Navy day.” | 

Mr. Coolidge said that under *he 
terms of the Washington arms cun- 
ference treaty “we are assured of a 
naval rank secénd to none” withont 
engaging in a competition of mari- 
time construction. 

The president, referrine to the serv- 
ices of the navy “to peace and the 
arts auc sciences of peace,” said it 
can not be doubted that such services 
“will centinue to justify the mainte- 
nance of the full naval capacity,” un- 
der the terms of the Washington con- 
ference. 

The president’s letter follows: 

Text of Letter. 

“For several years past, under the 
auspices of the Navy League of the 
United States, October 27 has been 
‘observed as Navy day. ‘The date was 
selected, I understand, because it ‘s 
also the anniversary of the birth of 
President Theodore Roosevelt.” It is

believe that Mr. Jones may have been 
the victim of an assailant. The origi- 
nal theory of attempted suicide was 
advanced after a police investigation. 

The operation disclosed two bullets 
of the same calibre embedded in the 
brain. Had the first bullet fired 
from the revolver in the hands of Mr. 
Jones, shattered its way through the 
skull and entered the area of the brain, 
which controls the muscies of the hand, 
incapacitating the nerves and render- 
ing the member helpless, sufficient 
voluntary muscular activity could not 
have been exhibited for a seeond shot, 
according to physicians. 

The bricklayer, who lived’ at 104 
McAfee street, was found Saturday 
afternoon in thé bathroom of his 
home, after his young son, Guy, and 
daughter, Lillie Rose, 23, were at- 
tracted by the shots. The son de- 
clares that only ene shot was “ired. 
The daughter said she heard two. 


Two chambers of the pistol were ex- 
ploded. Both bullet containers were 
Warm. 

The children of the wounded man 
declare that nothing out of the ordi- 
nary preyed upon the mind of their 
father. The son, however, declares 
that his father committed suicide be- 
cause of a chronic stomach trouble. 
Doctors hold out no hope for his life.

New York, October 19.—-Five states 
having an equal number of republican 
and democratie representatives in the 
house will be without a vote if’ the 
house is called upon to elect the next 
president, Charles D. Hilles, vice 
chairman of the repblican national 
committee, declared today. : 

The states Mr. Hilles named were 
New Hampshire, New Jersey, Mars- 
land, Nebraska and Montana. He 
announeed he had a plan, however. 
whereby it would not be necessary for 
theme to become disenfranchised in the 
matter of a choice of president in the 
house. 

“Public opinion sfiould be aroused 
to prevent an intolerable situation 
arising from the possible failure to 
elect a president on November 4,” ha 
said.

ator La Follette? Is the chief of the 
president’s cabinet conceding that the 
La Follette rebellion threatens to 
make the reelection of Mr. Coolidge 
unpossible ?”’

Fear Well-Based. 

“If so,” he said, “it must be ad- 
iusitted that this fear is not without 
foundation. A great division has 
come upon the republican party. It 
is a repnblican who is leading the 
revolt which may snatch six or eight 
states from the republican column 
supported by thousands of discon- 
tented members, 

“And,” he continued, “this open in- 
surrection here is but another indi- 
cation of that dissension that has 
existed between the president and his 
party in congress—dissension which 
resulted in constant onposition and 
clash on such propositions as the 
world court, the Mellon plan, the 
Japanese immigration bill, the bonus 
bill, ete. No wonder that the re- 
publicans are beginning to remember 
vith anxiety that a house divided 
vgainst itself can not stand.” 

In another part of the statement, 
given by him to newspapermen in 
conference today, Mr. Davis explain- 
“his reasons for remaining un- 
frightened by the independent party 
election prospects and confident that 
the democrats will be victorious on 
November 4. 

Democrats Confident. 

“T think you will agree with me.” 
he said, “that the democratic party, 
while opposed to Senator La Follette 
and his supporters, does nof share in 
this fear of them. Our confidence 
rests mainly upon the fact that those 
who are justifiably discontented with 
the present state of affairs will find 
their relief in the platform which we 
are advocating and the promise of 
reforms to be carried out. It is said 
that Senator La Follette has concen- 
trated his efforts chiefly on behalf 
of the laborer; bat let me ask if any 
labor party could have doue more for 
labor than has been done by the dem- 
ocratic party? We not only gave a 
secretary of labor to the cabinet, but 
we wrote the Clayton act, which is 
labor’s Magna Charta today, placing 
on the satute boeks for the first time 
in history the fact that the labor of 
a human being is not a commodity ner 
an article of commerce, and prevent- 
ing the abuse of the writs of injunction 
or court procedure in labor disputes. 
During the years 1913 to 1921, more 
legislation was passed on behalf of 
the laborer than in any similar perio] 
in the United States. 

“As for the farmer: The demo- 
cratic party brought credit home to 
the farmer's door in the farm loan 
bill; and it passed the warehouse and 
grain trading acts, and numerous oth- 
er beneficient laws. 

Defines “Progressives.” 

“The word ‘progressive’ is often mis- 
interpreted, but it must always mean, 
fundamentally, one who is continually 
looking forward to the perfection of 
the things at hand. Such a one be- 
longs in the democratic party that 
established the federal reserve system, 
the most progressive banking measure 
of all time, without which our finan- 
cial structure during the world war 
would have fallen like a house of 
cards: the party that supported the 


fairest and most impartial of all tar- 
iff laws, the Underwood tariff, the 
only one.that was not sponsored for 
the sake of political gain; the party 
that has always stood and stands to- 
against privilege in government. 
No, the democratic party does 
not fear Senator La Follette. It 
roakes its fight on the faith of those 
upholding a just cause. Jt is armor- 
ed in the knowledge that its prin- 
ciples ara truly progressive. 
Real Isaue Is Privilege. 

“Indeed, the real issue in this cam- 
saign, when it is all summed up, is 
whether the people of this country 
prefer a government frankly actuat- 
ed by a spirit of sordid materialism, 
or whether we are going forward in 
the worship of ideals such as our 
fathers taught. During the war this 
country rose to great heights of un- 
selfish devotion, to the best that was 
in the hearts and consciences of the 
people. Once more let us rise to 


port of the program adopted by the 


Russian communist party, which pro- 


vided for the overthrow of all cap- 
italistic governments throughout the 
world by force. This program also 
expressed the belief that the only way 
in which a proletarian government 
could be substituted for those now in 
existence was by “mass action’”’—by 
organizing the masses and stirring up 
such discontent that revolution would 
result. 

In order to spread more thoroughly 
the doctrines of communisin through- 
out the United States it- was decided 
to obtain and send out over the coun- 
try speakers who should preach the 
gospel of mass action by force and 
who would engender among the work- 
ling classes the spirit of revolution 
which, “on a certain day,” should be 
crystallized into concerted action— 
which day, it was intended, should 
mark the downfali of the United 
States government. 

These questions were debated hotly 
for hours. but the arguments were 
merely quibblings over certain details 
of the procedure. When the program 
had been decided on they all stood, 
grasping hands in comradely fashion, 
while Stoklitzky expressed the feeling 
of the entire group as they adjourned. 

“Gentlemen,” said he, “we speak as 
members of the socialist party to oth- 
er socialists, primarily in the interests 
of the party itself. Those of us who 
have organized this propaganda league, 
in common with like-minded  socia)- 
ists throughout the country, are im- 
bued with thoughts that socialism as 
it now functions falls short of its 
possibilities in giving leadership and 
unity to the revolutionary elements 
of the United States. And by foster- 
ing a truly revolutionary movement 
in this country we hasten the coming 
of government by the rightful owners 
—the proletariat.” 

So saying, the meeting adjourned. 
And’ thus communism was born in the 
United States. 

Chicago as “Red” Headquarters. 

Nor was this the last meeting held 
in Chicago at which plaps were per- 
fected for strengthening the organiza- 
tion of the communists. Chicago de- 
veloped rapidly into the headquarters 
city for the radical movement, 

No city in the United States has a 
more varied collection of radicals and 
radical societies than Chicago. It is 
here that all orders concerning special 
or general movements of communists 
have their origin—received direct from 
Moscow. It is here are found the 
guiding geniuses of communism who 
direct their activities all over the 
country. It is heer that all propagan- 
da originates, and it is here that re- 
cruiting agents and leaders inake their 
way to meet “in convention,” then to 
leave again for the sections of the 
country assigned to them for the spread 
of the revolutionary doctrine. 

Organizers, with (Chicago as their 
headquarters, have worked until the 
ranks of communism have swollen to 
almost unbelievable numbers. Several 
secret conventions have been held here, 
‘and there have been organized com- 
plete underground connections where- 
by activities and directions may be 
transmitted without dectection. All 
these orders come from Chicago. 
Schools of radicalism have been estab- 
lished here which members are com- 
pelled to attend, and it is here that 
elaborate plans and minute instruc- 
tions, issued in Moscow, are received 
at stated intervals and dispatched with 
clocklike regularity to other head- 
ters. 

How Discontent Is Spread. 

So skillfully have these instructions 
been cxrried out that at present 
througheut the country in every sec- 
tion, in every large citv, in every 
state, will be found greups of “reds” 
holding secret meetings at stated in- 
tervals, following out instructions re- 
ceived {through Chreago agents from 
Russin. They meet from time to time 
“in convention,’ nt which larger 
meetiu.s reports are made of progress 
and instructions transmitted for car- 
rving on the future work of spreading 
effectively the subtle propaganda of 
communism. 

Associated with this vast organiza- 
ition are not alone the foreign-speak- 
‘ing alien and the “downtrodden wor’. 
ingman” seeking redress from fancied 
wrongs, but also men of high standing 
—men whose position carries with it 
much influence and many followers; 
men of wealth and brains who are 
joining their influence to that of 
their nore humble associates with the 
definite aim of overthrowing the pres- 
ent government of the United States. 

CHAPTER 3. 

When the socialist convention as- 
sembled in St. Louis in April, 1917, 
to select a president and to adopt a 
platform two factions developed—one 
taking « patriotic view of the war, 
the other rigidly opposing the entry 
of the United States into the war,

Finally, at one of these meetings 
of the bureau, a_ delegate 
from Moscow with information that 
he possessed a mandate to appoint 
a representative of the soviet govern- 
ment in this country.

Martens proved to be an organizer 
of no small ability.

evidence is in the hands of the gov- 
ernment to show that workers were 
actually appealed to to use armed 
Py against police and federal offi- 
cals. 

Government Takes Action. 

Most of this. however, took place 
before the middle of 1919, when the 
communists were operating in the 
open. At that time the propaganda 
began to assume such sinisier propor- 
tions that the government decided to 
take sudden action against them. 

A special division of the depart- 
ment of justice was created to investi- 
gate the growing menace, with the re- 
sult that wholesale raids were made 
and hundreds were deporied as unde- 
sirable citizens. More than 3,000 
were deported, 300 of them’ from 
Chicago. 

That ended their “in-the-open” 
activities. Since then, although propa- 
ganda still is being strongly pushed, 
it is being done by underground meth- 
ods as directed from Moscow, and be- 
cause of the secrecy involved the num- 
ber of actual partivipants is greatly 
decreased, although the actual num- 
ber of sympathizers is much larger.

They have 
as conclusively demonstrated that Mr.

He works in se- 
crecy and silence, »uc .the interests 
know where to put their finger on him 
and what to expect of him every hour 
of the twenty-four. Mr. Coolidge does 
not reveal himself to the American 
people. He does not take the public 
into his confidences as other presidents 
have done. Privilege is, therefore, 
able to work its will upon the Ameri-{ 
can people with less fear of detection 
and greater certainly of reward. 

“If Mr. Coolidge is the issue, as 
some of the vocat members of his cab- 
inet claim, then the record of Mr. 
Coolidge as vice president, as an ex- 
officio member of Mr. Harding’s cab- 
inet and as president of the United 
States for the past 15 months takes on 
a new importance. The burning ques- 
tion in this campaign is graft and 
corruption at Washington. This issue 
transcends every domestic and inter- 
national issue, because the death of 
the republic is inevitable if brihery and 
corruption in high places are to pol- 
lute the administration of public af- 
fairs.

Scores Coolidge Silence. 

The letter then outlined the cases

terans’ bureau and the senate commit- 
tees inquiry into the department of 
justice. 

“Mr. Coolidge.” it continued, “has 
not yet uttered one word of condemna- 
tion of these men nor of these scan- 
dals nor given evidence of that blazing 
indignation which would be the inev- 
itable expression of those ‘moral val- 
ues’ for which he so movingly speaks. 


“Mr. Coolidge has no sympathy 
with the common men and women of 
America. ‘Their cause is not his 
cause. ‘He is always inarticulate 
where thev are concerned, but when 
privilege is threatened he_ speaxs. 
He would not approve a law granting 
even ‘tombstone insurance’ (as Sena- 
tor La Follette has aptly phrased it) 
to the veterans of the world war, out 
he upheld the Mellon plan which pro- 
posed to give the largest percentaze 
of reduction in taxation to the 
wealthy classes and to. special in- 
terests which had benefited most by 
the valor of those soldiers upon the 
field of battle. 

President for Privilege. 

“He vyetoed the bili co increase 
the compensation of under-paid °*m- 
plovees in the postal service; but he 
is a strong defender of the Fordney- 
McCumber tariff bill which taxes 
every man, woman and child in 
America for the benefit of privileze 
and private monopoly. In particular, 
he upholds the privilege granted by 


minum tru chiefly owned by the 
secretary of the treasuiy, Mr. 
Melion, to tax every household in the 
land, no. matter how humble, on the 
kitchen utensils they employ in the 
preparation of food. 

“He vetoed the bill to give a small 
increase in the pensions of the aged 
and infirm veterans of the Civil warc 
to make their dying years more easy, 
but he refuses to reduce the tariff 
on sugar, although it is stated that 
the tariff commission recommended 
such reduction months ago. The 
sugar monopoly, the aluminum 
monopoly and all the other monopo- 
lies must be permitted to tax the 
old seldiers, the world war veterans, 
‘the under-paid postal employees, the 
over-burdened farmer and all _ the 
people for their particular benefit so 
long as Mr. Coolidge controls ‘the 
situation. Billions for monopoly— 
but not one cent of relief for the 
people. He prevented the passage of 
agricultural legislation in the las: 
congress, although these important 
measures had been recommended by 
his own secretary of agriculture .nd 
were supported by the liberal and 
progress:ve democratic elements in 
both houses of congress, 

Scandals Will Not Vanish. 

“The scandals and corruption at 
Washington,” Mr. McAdoo declared 
“cannot be dismiseed with the claim 
of Mr. Coolidge’s defenders that 4e 
personally is henest” and the guilty 
will be prosecuted.

No one thinz 
would fave such a demoralizing and 
disintegrating effect upon public 
morality and ccpscience as a vote 
of approval of an_ administration 
which ‘has been distinguished chief- 
ly for these grave crimes against 
the state. 

“Already we have had four years 
of leqderless government, demorali 
zation jand chaos sat Washington.

The proposal, in a constitutional 
amendment which will be voted 
upon in the general election, to 
group six counties on the coast into 
a bonding unit for the purpose of 
building Georgia’s part of the coast- 
al highway, which will be a con- 
creted road from Washington to 
Miami, is unique in a way and offers 
the solution of the state highway 
bonding controversy that has dis- 
turbed Georgia for several years. 

The last assembly passed this bill 
with little difficulty as the counties 
involved sought the authority. It 
provides—if ratified by the people 
as it should and no doubt will be— 
that the counties of Chatham, Bryan, 
Liberty, McIntosh, Glynn and Cam- 
den, skirting the Atlantic coast 
through Georgia from the Carolina 
to the Florida lines, may, as each 
county by separate action, later, ap- 
proves, bond as a unit, for the con- 
struction and permanent paving of 
this specific highway, which is one 
of the most important through- 
state highways in the Georgia sys- 
tem. No county can be bonded 
without its consent. 

By the provisions of the bill each 
county’s liability under the group 
issue of bonds will be prorated on a 
basis of the taxable digests. That is 
to say, that while Chatham has al- 
ready consiructed and paved its own 
link from county line to county line, 
aid Glynn has done the same thing, 
these counties will assume the great- 
er portion of the whole, by reason 
of their heavier digests, in order to 
help the smaller counties complete 
their respective links, which are 
necessary in any through-state proj- 
ect. One missing link destroys the 
service value of the whole, and this 
is obviated, in this instance, by the 
strong coming to the rescue of the 
weak. And the strong counties are 
anxious to do so because the high- 
way will be of inestimable economic 
value, and can only be constructed 
and concreted, as proposed, in this 
manner. 

Assuming, therefore, that ‘the 
amendment creating this bonding 
district is ratified, what will be the 
result? The United States road de- 
partment, through its federal aid 
fund, will furnish 50 per cent of 
the total, the state highway depart- 
ment of Georgia, as a state aid will 
furnish 25 per cent, and the group 
of counties as a unit will furnish 
25 per cent, prorated as observed, 
and the stronger thus helping to 
carry the weaker. By this arrange- 
‘ment, satisfactory to all involved, 
another great interstate highway 
system will be paved from river to 
river, caught up by the abutting 
states with their permanently paved 
links, and the great coastal boule- 
yard will become a reality. 

This is a most excellent plan for 
solving the disturbing issue of 
state road bonds in Georgia. To 
illustrate, there are two or three 
links on the Dixie highway that need 
connecting. 
cannot bond sufficiently to meet 
their pro rata. If a bonding dis- 
trict, as illustrated above should be 
formed, the links could be com- 
pleted and the highway 100 per cent 
efficient.

With the federal 
aid apportionment the state highway 
department will be adequately 
funded for carrying on its state- 
wide program, if the counties are 
given constitutional authority to 
form these bonding districts as pro- 
posed now on the coast. 

By all means vote for that amend- 


ment! 


DEALEY’S FIFTY YEARS. 

It is afforded to but few men in 
this world to serve fifty years in 
one institution without a break or 
an interval, and to find himself at 
the end of that long period always 
on the upward climb, still a young 
man, vigorous, virile and with every 
prospect of a long and useful serv- 
ice still ahead. 

It is worthy of note when such a 
record stards out, as does that of 
George Bannerman Dealey, presi- 
dent and general manager of the 
Belo newspapers and other publica- 
tions in Texas, including the Gal- 
veston News, Dallas Morning News, 
Dallas Journal, the Semi-Weekly 
Farm News and the Texas Almanac. 

Mr. Dealey entered the employ of 
the Galveston News as an office boy 
on the 12th October, 1874. 

On the 50th anniversary of con- 
tinuous service the other day, more 
than 300 employees of the publish- 
ing house of A. H. Belo & Co. ten- 
dered him one of the most notable 
banquets ever held in that great state 
—and fitting gifts were bestowed 
upon him’ by his associates, includ- 
ing the descendants of the elder 
Belo, who went to Texas from North 
Carolina long before the civil war 
and established one of the: first 
publishing institutions of the south- 
west. 

Commemorating the occasion, the 
Galyeston News devoted many 
columns to this happy anniversary 
event, and incorporated in its edi- 
tion of the day a replica of the old 
Galveston News published on the 
day that young Dealey, a fourteen- 
year-old boy, first had his name 
placed on the payroll. 

He rose from office boy round by 
round and filled every responsible 
position in every responsible place, 
in editorial offices and business of- 
fices, until he became, as he is now, 
the executive and chief administra- 
tor of the great establishment. 

There is no man associated with 
the journalisite life of the south- 
west better known, more prominent, 
more highly esteemed than George 
Dealey. 

At only 64 years of age, with a 
long and enviable record of. useful 
and successful service behind him, 
and with every promise of even 2 
greater usefulness ahead of him, 
The Constitution joins his thousands 
of friends, in and out of the pro- 
fession, in hearty congratulations, 
and every good wish for the future. 


OCTOBER SUNSHINE. 


The glories of the autumn woods 
are calling to the primeval heart, of 
humanity.

A lawyer friend a‘*‘ Brunswick 
writes for a public expression of my 
opinion as to the proposed constitu- 
tional amendment consolidating the 
offices of tax collector and tax as- 
sessor in each county. 

Personally, I am opposed to it and 
will vote against it. 

It was born in a spirit of economy, 
and ‘with the best of intentions. I 
believe, however, that such consolida- 
tions will be unwise from a number 
of viewpoints. 

In the first place it will give the 
opportunity for building in each 
county a powerful political machine— 
and if Georgia wants to avoid any- 
thing it is ‘any more machine poli- 
tics than she is already burdened 
with. 

Again, it will be akin to taking a 
safety valve from the steam genera- 
tor—likely at any time to cause an 
explosion. 

And still again, it will be like run- 
ning a box office without a_ ticket 
taker. If the ticket seller is to be re- 
lieved of this check on his sales it 
might provoke a rather alluring in- 
vitation to the seller to “knock down” 
an admission occasionally. 

Of course everybody in Georgia is 
honest, but ‘some aspiring politician 
might move into Georgia from another 
state sometime. 

I can’t- see as many good reasons 
for ratifying this proposed amend- 
ment as I can see for killing it. 

” = ae ” 

There are several of the proposed 
amendments to be voted on that by 
all means should be ratified. Pre- 
eminently at the head of the list is 
the biennial-session amendment. 

There is an overwhelming §senti- 
ment in favor of this amendment all 
over the state, but there is also a com- 
bination of professional politicians 
and professional lobbyists working 
against it. To this combination may 
be added a corps of legislative camp 
followers, and some few interests in 
Atlanta. 

Of course we people in Atlanta 
are zlad to have the legislators with 
us every summer. They go a long 
way toward driving the dull cares of 
a hot season away; but— 

The annual session of the legisla- 
ture is an archaic fundamental, to 
begin with. All of the 48 states but 
two or three have long since abandon- 
ed the system. 

Surely such an enormous percent- 
age of the 48 sovereign states would 
not nave abandoned the annual ses- 
sions for the  biennial—and some 
quadrennial—were the annual ses- 
sions preferable. 

Of course the biennial _ session 
means a great saving of the taxpay- 
ers’ money, and that is quite an item 
in Georgia, where the state finances 
each year are so low thr‘ state in- 
stitutions must suffer, or become pub- 
lic mendicants. 


But the paramount reason why the 
biennial-session amendment shou!d 
be ratified is that it will serve to 
stabilize business and industry. 

The annual session keeps the pen- 
dulum of politics incessantly swing- 
ing, 1 the material welfare of the 
state at incessantly menaced. 

Georgia needs a period of political 
and legislative restfulness—not rest- 
lessnes; caused by the annual 50-day 
assembly 

Another amendment I hope will be 
ratified is that creating a highwiy- 
bonding district of six of the coastal 
counties This measure, if written 
into the organic law, will open a 
way, in my judgement, to dispense 
with ony further controversy about 
a state highway bond issue, and will 
at the same time provide a state sys- 
tem of through-state highways with- 
out the missing links now occasioned 
by the inability of weak counties to 
do their share in joining up the per- 
manent paving. 

= s = * 

Another proposed amendment that 
I shall vote against is that exempting 
new industries from taxation. 

I don’t believe, in the first place, 
that it is fair to the industries al- 
ready established and paying heavy 
taxes, including the special school 
district levies, which as a rule are 
centered largely against industry, to 


their side and exempt them from tax- 
ation. 

1 don’t believe in tax exemptions 
of any kind. I do believe in tax dis- 
tribution, and in the lowering of 
taxes by wise economies, and increas- 
ed efficiency in the functioning of 
service departments and institutions. 
tions. 

Again, I don’t believe that an in- 
dustry of any great importance is 
going «* base its location decision 
upon the one item of tax exemption. 

It w'li on the item of tax stability, 
as industry is skeptical of a system 
of taxation that is in process of re- 
vision. 

But as to the one point of being 
exempt from. state taxes for five 
years, I cannot conceive that this is- 
sue wul be the turning point in bring- 
ing to Georgia, or driving out of 
Georgia, a new industry proposed for 
the staie. 

It has been said that North Caro- 
lina actracted industry by tax exemp- 
tion, it deny it. 

It attracted industry by a_ busi- 
ness-man’s government, by progres- 
sive policies as to road and school 
development and most of all by a 
system of hydro-electric transmission 
lines that honeycomb the state with 
cheap power. 

I am merely stating my personal 
views, and do not pretend to say they 
are right. But they are my views, 
and I have never been afraid to ex- 
press them on anything.

THE DELICATE CHILD. 

A delicate child is any child whose 
health is below standard In order 
t» explain what makes children deli- 
cate, we should have to traverse the 
whole field of medicine and hygiene. 
It might be done in half a column, 
cut I’m not going to try until I’ve 
had more experience. Ali I wish to 
say about the delicate child is that 
he or she usually reyuires two things 


which school life often robs the child 
of, namely, daily exercise and a mid- 
aay rest. 

School, if it were not such a nar- 
row institution, ought to be the place 
where all the children should receive 
an honest education, a broad edu- 
cation. ‘The mind has been all the 
school undertook ro train, until the 
last few years; laterly. the school 
has been training the bands; and on 
paper, at present, the school even in- 
clades the body in the scheme of edu- 
cation, though this modern 
tion, education of the body other 
than the hands, seems silly to the old 
school mastérs, and whatever the 
freak laws may say about it, or the 
ecucational faddist think, the old 
-chool masters, strongly intrenched in 
the running of the schools, are de- 
‘termined that the farce shall never 
have serious recognition in the cur- 
riculum, and so they continue to 
graduate our children without physi- 
cal training, for they are convinced, 
the old-time school masters, that a 
sound mind can be developed in any 
kind of body, sound or sickly. 

A delicate girl in high school car- 
ties four subjects, she or her teachers 
or the principal of the school will tell 
3ou though on paper and within the 
letter of the law she is taking five 
subjects—counting a farcical gymna- 
Sinm period once a week as a sub- 
ject. The law requires that, -and 
hence the girl visits the gym once a 
week and joins the teacher and a num. 
per of her classmates there in a half- 
heur of hokum. The school encourag- 
ing trickery and fraud, in effect. Get- 
ting by the way with a bit of shame- 
less mockery—which nevertheless 
costs the taxpayers real money. 

The delicate child usually requires 
a}half-hour of moderate exercise in 
une form and another every day. The 
exercise is best adapted and super- 
vised by a physician or the trained 
physical director. They have well- 
trained physical directors in _ the 
schools nearly everywhere now, but 
the class schedules are s» planned as 
to provide for subjects of importance 
only. ‘The delicacy of sume children 
is due to disease conditions which 
way not permit of general exercise, 
but if so the child should be excused 
from gymnasium or other daily physi- 
val work only. on advice of the physi- 
cian. A great many school children 
in their ’teens are sadly mollycoddled 
by their misguided mothers on the 
theory that the children have ‘“‘weak 
heart’—whatever that may mean. 
“he best possible thing for such chil- 
dren is physical training, in the ma- 
jority of cases. Especially is this 
true of many girls who dodge physi- 
cal education by taking advantage of 
the morbid notions so m@eny mothers 
still have about these matters. As 
important as daily exercise is, a daily 
est period is best for the delicate 
child. He should lie dewn, prefer- 
ubly in the open air, for from 30 to 
50 minutes at a regular time each day, 
whether he sleeps or not.

In- 
teresting is it to read that Voltaire, 
whom no one will accuse of great 
favoritism to the Catholic church, had 
this to say anent the Jesuits and accu- 
sations that were levelled against 
their orders: ‘“heirs is the most la- 
borious, frugal and austere manner 
of life. To this end I eall to wit- 
ness thousands of men and boys who 
were brought up under their care like 
I was. I make bold to say that there 
is nothing more contradictory, noth- 
ing snore iniquitous, nothing more 
shameful in human nature than to 
accuse of lax morality, the men who 
lead the austerest kind,of life in Eu- 


rope, and go to face death at the ends 
of America and Asia.”

Sunday, October 12.—We did not 
leave. Saturday because shortly be- 
fore 7 o'clock, after everything was 
happily finished, the temperature rose 
to such an extent that we @ould not 
take off without throwing off heavy 
hallast of water and gasoline. Thus, 
Dr. Ecker, with heavy heart, decided 
to postpone the trip to this morning. 
The ship was cleared at 5 o'clock. 
The fog is no better than yesterday. 
But the ship has been prepared for 
any emergency. We are hopeful. 

In the office are the first telegrame. 
Herr Prus and I designated to make 
weather observations, mark the weath- 
er cards at once. During the morn- 
ing the weather improved. A fair 
day is coming at last. 

The indications are that we can 
avoid the long 500-kilometer trip 
around Gibraltar and head _ directly 
for Bordeaux and the Bay of Bis 
cay. 

Shortly after 6 o'clock, everything 
is clear. We are ordered aboard. 
The Americans have already made 
themselves comfortable. All are on 
hand except Machinist Pabst, who 
is ill, A celebration has been planned, 
but we must start without it, so the 
rising temperature of the morning will 
not affect our gas again. 

Designed for Short Trips. 

As a matter of fact, the ZR-3 war 
designed for trips of 24-hour duration, 
and on such a trip could carry at 
least 40 passengers. But this trip 
is to be for 100 hours. She has been 
stripped for the race. We could not, 
of course, take any passengers. We 
are also careful to watch for stow- 
awars. Now there is plenty of space 
and buoyancy to store the gasoline 
necessary for the long flight. We 
look forward to the trip with no mis- 
givings. 

§-20 a. m.—Roared away’ Every- 
thing is @erfectly quiet. The people 
massed in thousands like black dots, 
cheer us. We head against the wind 
and have to turn about in the field. 
She swings quickly, her nose tops

a guy rope stuck in an evelet. We 
were halted for a moment. With a 
pole, we freed rope and the motors 
hum.

we break through the fog and see the 
top of the mountains against a clear 


morning horizon. It is almost full 
dawn and everything glistens in the 
first glow of the sunrise. 

We have taken our course and wil! 
hold constantly eastward. 

The door of the passenger cabia 
opens, and Captain Steele and Cap 
tain Klein appear to keep us com- 
pany. They seem to have a happy 
time of it. They say they are glad 
to be aboard and on the way, and 
they are interested in everything that 
happens. 

Follow Course of Rhine. 


We are following the course of the 
Rhine, wihch comes to vicw clearly 
through the background of fug. Short- 
ly after leaving German soil and 
passing over Lorraine, the air clears. 
Once more we can Call one more “aul 
weidersehn.”’ 

We are over France. It is the 
first watch. Herr Dr. Eckner is 
commodore and does not have to 
stand watch. Herr Lehmann is at 
the controls. I am assisting in navi- 
gation and weather observations. 
Herr Prus is at the starboard wheel 
and Hérr Marx is at the port. There 
are three wireless men, and they split 
the day in a fashion to leave two 
men always on duty. 

12 Noon—The watch is changing. 
Herr Flemming takes over command. 
Herr Wittemann takes my position 
and Herr Sammt is at tne steering 
controls. 

Dinner was excellent. Had oxtail 
soup, baked beef, ribs, fresh peas and 
carrots, apple sauce and caraine!] 
pudding. For a concert, the grapho- 
phone played “Admiral Der Luft” 
{Admiral of the Air). 

After dinner, I have marked up my 
weather charts and then for a time 
we had quiet and rest. At 4 o'clock, 
the watch changes again. It is watch 
and watch every four hours. During 
by four hours off, I do not have to 
monkey with the weather charts or 
worry about anything. 

Anxiety Wears Off. 

The anxiety natural during the first 
hour or two of this flight has worn 
off completely. Everybody is quite at 
home aboard the ship now. And, of 
course, a good number of kilometers 
are behind us. We are making 150 
kilometers an hour, an< if it keeps up 
like this, well be over there in a 
hurry. 

At meals, we sit together gemutlich 
(jolly and companionable). Originally, 
we set apart a special place for the 
Americans, but there was plenty of 
room. and Major Kennedy and Cap- 
tain Klein sat down beside ferr Leh- 
mann and me. 

2-45 I. M.—I have made an inspé- 
tion of the ship. Regretfully, I tossed 
overboard a large case of fresh food 
viven us by the homefolks. it weighs 
too much, There is plenty to eat with- 
out it. ae

of my typewriter, and as I peck away, 
he is singing with all his heart.

Ship Is Rocking.

Over France here, the 
ship is rocking and there ts a little 
danger of seasickness, but everybody 
is weathering the motion, and nobody 


4:00 P. M.—At 3:54 p. m. we 
passed the mouth of the Gironde. 
shortly before that the lookout sight- 
ed the town of Cognac. We were re- 
minded that America is dry and we 
had a laugh. Thank God, we are not 
there quite yet, and there is still a 
little stuff in our locker. Of course, 
we have only a bit of wine and cog- 
nae and cherry brandy, and if our 
hottles were counted there would be 
only one wine and a half-bottle of cog- 
nae around. The alcohol is to be used 
only for medicinal purposes. 

It is warm: in fact, too warm, = 
the heat keeps up like this, we'll get 
into bathing suits tomorrow. The 
sea is deep blue, the whitecaps stand 
out sharply. It is all very beautiful. 
The trip is fine thus far. We are 
making about 100 kilometers an hour. 
In five hours we expect to make Cape 
Orteal, on the Spanish coast. Travel 


‘on an airship is certainly the finest 


thing in the world. 
Spanish Coast Sighted. 

8:40 P. M.—At 7:50 we sighted the 
Spanish coast at Cape Penas. The 
usually stormy Biscay is very quiet 
and peaceful. Sunset, and the moon- 
rise that followed, gave us a wonderful 
On the north coast of Spain, 
however, a storm took our view away 
us very suddenly, but now we 
are coming near the Azores, and the 
air is clear and quiet again. 

Apparently, flying makes one hun- 
gry. EKverybody is consuming a qnan- 
tity of food. In spite of that, how- 
ever, we are not going over our quota 
for each meal and everything is appor- 
tioned justly. 

At midnight I must go Sn watch 
Off with the lights and quiet- 
ly to bed for a few hours’ sleep. 

’ October 13 (Monday), 1:00 A. M.— 
Again on watch. We pass over a 
brightly-lighted steamer, which hails 
us with light signals. It is highly 
stormy, with a good wind blowing. 
Wittemann and I have made an exact 
record of wind and drift. We find 
the drift to be southwestward, 11 me- 
ters per second. Accordingly, we 
have to hold 20 degrees into the wind 
to keep on an even course for the 
Azores. At 4 o'clock we shall move 
our clock backward one hour, because 
otherwise we would make a mistake in 
our reckoning and we might be given 
our noon meal in the evening and our 
evening meal at noon. 

Time Passes Quickly. 

In spite of the long watches, the 
time passes very quickly. Watching 
the charts, I find that the wind is 
improving all the time. It is favor-

good progress. . A few rair clouds are 
lying on the sea, but we usually fly 
over them and avoid geting wet. Often 
we see rainbows, but every time, just 
as our gondola seems to touch them, 
they disappear, — 

11:30 A. M.—Land in sight. The 
Island of San Miguel, of the Azores, 
lies on our starboard bow. We are 
flying true to our course. Weather 
signs are very scarce in this neigh- 
borhood, but what faint signs we see 
look good. 

Cooking Is Good. 

12:30 P. M.—Dinner was good and 
plentiful. We had bouillon, ham with 
Burgundy sauce, and _ pearl beans, 
peaches and cabinet pudding. Every- 
body praises the good cooking. Lud- 
wig, who, in addition to his wireless 
work, helps the cief, has, with the sail- 
maker, Knorr, his hands full. Knorr 
helps in the kitchen, too. One of the 
machinists also has to help always 
in the kitchen. Often I lend a hand, 
too, in my shirt sleeves. But today 
everything was so excellent they got 
along without me. Dr. Eckener, our 
commandant, sent a word of praise to 
the kitchen.

4 p. m.— We enjoyed one more beiu- 
tiful sight. We saw Mount Picc 
again in all its Leauty while passing 
Fayal. It was so clear that Captais 
Klein says it’s good enough for ten 
vears’ luck, instead of just one. No 
hody ever saw the great mounta‘n 
from an airship in such fine weather 

One of the cells wag pinched the 
last time we mae altitude, and when 
we came down, it drew up, making a 
tear. The sailmaker and Ludwig had 
to patch it.

speed. 

9:15 p. m.—At 4 o'clock we put the 
watch baek anothe: hour, which gives 
me an additional hour of rest. After 
we had made a good start from Fay2!}, 
the wind took a gudden turn, ana 
came onto our bow at an angle. 

At about 8 o'vlock, the breeze fresh 
ened, and we hsi to veer off almost 
15 degrees in order to hold our course. 
The last point of Europe which we 
glimpsed was the island of Flores, 
which appeared dimly in the mist to 
starboard. A few low-flying rain 
clouds hung from the sky. We evade.! 
them. The temperature rises in spite 
of the clouds towards evening. It is 
almost too wari now. In the middie 
of the evening, we discovered that 
half of our trip was behind us. Yet 
we have used up only one-third »! 
our fuel supply. 

Lose Radio Communication. 


Once we lost 1idio touch with the 
rest of the world, but now we hav» 
been directly in touch with the U. S. 
S. Detroit, which is giving us reports 
on the weather. 

Kiverything on board the vessel is 
functioning adm'rably, and [ am glad, 
too, that the provisions I made reads 
are meeting with so much applause. 
Originally, we intended to take with 
us only the simplesc sort of food, but 
at the last minute we devided that 
we would do ourselves a bit better 
since good “eats” keep up one’s spirits 
amazingly. 

_ It's so warm right now that I an: 
sitting in my cabin writing in my pz»- 
Jamas, since it’s cuite too hot to stay 
dressed up. 

4:30 a. m., October 14.—Relievec 
at 12 o'clock, erd on wateh till 4 
Meanwhile, the wind has gained in 
force until at last the anemometer 
shows seventeen meters from the 
sotuhwest, so that we have to reckon 
with the drift of 33 degrees off the 
course. We've just got the first news 
from America. By means of ow 
Wireless connection with the S. S. 
President Harding, we have also oh 
tained news of the weather, which 
seems to be rather unfavorable. Wa: 
must look out as we go to the south 
for storm center lying off Newfound- 
land and go around it so that we 
can then approach the coast wit 
more favorable winds. 

Weather Is Unpleasant. 

8:15 a. m., Tuesday—I am again 
on watch. Below us the sea is hizk 
and the weather is anything but pleae- 
ant. Again and again we get weather 
reports by wire'ess, but they are al- 
Ways threateniig. We have just beea 
advised (8:50 a. m.) from an un- 
known passing steamer that we have 
been driven further north than ex 
pected. American steamerg and sta. 
tions advise us that we have just es 
caped a severe gale from cff Nova 
Scotia. We zo north to get more 
favorable winds. 

9:30 a. m.—We dip our flag in s+. 
lute to a big Euglish steamer. She 
returns the sal..te. It is remarkah'e 
how warm it is here; I could hard’, 
This morning | 
roamed the forward gondola in pa- 
jamas., 

12 Noon—The wind slows up, so 
we descend from our great height and 
the warmth passes. We have just 
measured our fuel supply and find 
we have enough for 52 hours, so we 
run all four motors. Beiow us we 
cam now see a great rushing about in 
the water, in the path of the Gulf 
stream, and I marked especially some 
flying fish. At the Azores, I had 
noted the characteristic dolphins and 
pigfigsh and rather looked for them 
here, but none appeared. 

1:30 P. M.—wWe ate lunch in a 
great hurry. So little time to spare. 
Fried chicken and apple sauce taste 
good when the wind of the upper 
Strata fans your appetite to sharp- 
ness. Above us, as we ate, our pet 
canary was chattering angrily. The 
noise of our plates disturbed him. 
Three-quarters of our journey made 
without trouble. No wonder the faces 
of the whole erew are wreathed with 
smiles, 

5:30 P. M.—Over the Newfound- 
land coast. We look down upon a 
huge fog blanket which makes the

The sun goes down in the mist, 
if you have never seen a sunset in 
the fog from an airship, you have 
still a great wonder to enjoy. The 
change in the weather is sudden. It 
is now cold. We are making 90 
knots. 

7 P. M.—The wind is rising rap- 
idly. It is becoming qtite etormy. 
ind Rises High. 
8S P..M.—The storm is well on us. 
The wind is now so strong that the 
ship trembles and throws one slightly 
back and forth. One feels that she 
can withstand it. She feels well- 
built. She can ride the storm. The 
Maybach motors are going powerfully 

and without a fault. 

10:30 P. M.—Passing Sable Isknd. 

11:30 P. M.-—Nova Scotia in sight. 
Getting colder. 

12 Midnight—Yesterday in  pa- 
jamas, tonight freezing. I have come 
on watch, and to stand the weather, 
J have had to don every stitch of 
clothing [ possess. I envy Major 
Kennedy, one of our American ob- 
servers, who has a_§lamhbskin-lined 
coat and felt boots. The sight of the 
brilliantly illuminated coast beneath 
us is glorious, 

Halifax is clearly visible. The 
lights are so many and we pass over 
them at such speed that they seem 
to merge into one rush of fire. 

Pass Cape Sable. 

After midnight (early Wednesday 
morning)—We have passed Cape Sa- 
ble from which we are to fly over 
Seal island toward Boston. Unfa- 
vorable winds from the northwest. 
We sight Cape Ann—-then Boston, a 
huge city at our feet. Beneath me 
a mighty factory whistle opens up. 
Others join it. The first American 
city has greeted us. It is flatter- 
ing, this tumult beneath us, but we 
ure so frightfully busy with the ac- 
tual work of the ship’s management 
that we cannot observe it as closely 
as we would like to. 

& 3 M.—We are well on our 
way to New York. I must break off 
the diary now and prepare the MSS 
for the rubber bag and air-tight bot- 
tle which is to carry it to the pick- 
up boat, hence to telegraph offices 
and the journals of the North Amer- 
ican Newspaper Alliance organiza- 
tion. I shall finish the diary at 
liakehurst. 

Trip Was Marvelous. 

All in all the trip was marvelous. 
Surely it has proved the entire 
feasibility of using airships for fast 
mail traffic. We had three storms 
altogether. One we fought off the 
Spanish coast: another between the 
Azores and Newfoundland, and the 
worst of all last night off New- 
foundland. Now we can land soon, 
and that means water, which will be 
very welcome. Our water shortage 
has caused beards to grow. Some 
few clever ones have contrived to 
keep smooth chins, but my beard is 
so long that I am seriously con 
sidering letting it grow.

Plans for a publicity campaign in 

the interest of the ratification on 
November 4 of the proposed consti- 
tutional amendment by which new

tion for-a period of five years. 

Following is Mr. Thomas’ letter in 
part: 

“It is of the highest importance to 
Georgia’s future industrial develop- 
ment that this constitutional amend- 
ment be ratified, and it is likewise 
of prime importance that the cham- 
bers of commerce of Georgia and all 
other forces looking towards the up- 
building of the state get busy and 
help put it over. . 

“It is of so much importance to 
the state at large that I feel that the 
chambers of commerce throughout 
the state and other organizations 
looking to its industrial development 
should get busy and get to work be- 
fore election day and see that this 
amendment is ratified.”

NEEDS AID OF U. 8. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Geneva, October 19.—In the pre- 
liminary study of the protocol for the 
pacific settlement of international dis- 
putes, which recently was adopted 
here, the experts of the league of na- 
tions gradually are reaching the con- 
clusion that without at “Teast the 
beneficent neutrality of the United 
States it will be difficult and prob- 
ably impossible to organize sanctions 
against any aggressor state. 

Article 12 of the protocol asks the 
economical and financial organiza- 
tions of the league to study and re-

Could Offset Sanctions. 

The correspondent of the Asso- 
clated Press learns that this prelimi- 
nary study has demonstrated forcibly 
the terrific nature of the problem 
of arranging an effective system of 
sanctions with the United States not 
adhering to the protocol. Among the 
many examples which might be cited, 
two are brought forward. They ere 
those where the signatories to the 
protocol shall endeavor to bring pres- 
sure against an aggressor state by 
eutting of all loans and all supplies 
of war materials. It is pointed out 


i'that in such a contingency an aggres- 


sor state always could have the resort 
of applying to the United States for 
help. 

Generally speaking, according to 
well-informed quarters, a first exam- 
ination of the _ protocol conditions 
shows clearly the urgent need of ob- 
taining American coilaboration in any 
universal scheme of arbitration and 
security founded on preventing sanc- 
tions if such a scheme should hope 
io be successful. League experts are 
seeking to work out an elastic series 
of sanctions which can be applied 
progressively. 

Outlines Process. 

The first stage would be the cut- 
ting off of consular aud diplomatie 
relations with a state which had been 
declared an aggressor. The ensuing 
steps would be unanimous stopping 
of the flotation .of loans, thus pre- 
venting an aggressor from acquiring 
funds with which to carry ou war; 
the severing of financial and eco- 
nomic relations, and the institution 
of a pacific blockade, including sup- 
pression of the provision of raw ma- 
terials, with a gradual tightening and 
extension of the blockade in propor- 
tion to the need of strengthening 
pressure against a country which ap- 


pears to be going to war. 

Article 12 of the protocol empha- 
sizes the complexity of conditions un- 
der which the council of the league 
may be called upon to exercise its 
finctions concerning economic and 
financial sanctions. Hence the decision 
to ask the technical organizations of 
the league to help the council in the 
elaboration of plans of action of eco- 
nomic and financial cooperation be- 
tween a state attacked and the vari- 
ous countries assisting that state. 

War as Last Resort. 

The officials explain that by mak- 
ing a sanction elastic—a system 
which would be followed only in a 
last resort by military sanctions—it 
will be possible to adapt it to dif- 
ferent contingencies and also to ap- 
nly it without going so far as war 
with an aggressor state, whose war- 
like intentions probag'y would be 
overcome by systematic preliminary 
pressure. 

It is hoped thar rt would he pos- 
sible for some states which for some 
reason felt unable to go to the full 
extent of the sanctions to apply only 
the first two or three stages, or at 
Jeast to bind themselves beforehand 
to apply only the definitely defined 
stages, . 

Referring to that stage of the 
protocol touching on consideration bys 
the council of domestic disputes 
which have been thrown out of court 
hy the world tribunal of justice, re- 
iteration is given here officially to 
the explanation that the council of 
the league.has no power to impose 
any kind of decisjon or award upon 
interested parties. 

It is pointed out that all the coun- 
cil can do is to mediate between par- 
ties. In other words the council will 
give the matter at issue an interna- 
tional airing in a conciliatory atmos- 
phere. The protocol was amended in 
ph respect at the suggestion of the 

Japanese de.‘egation.

As.a result prices 
recovered about 100 points from Wed- 
nesday’s low on Friday. 

While the market eased off again 
in the late trading Friday it rallied 
once more Saturday owing to cvver- 
ing based on the storm news and on 
a reduction announced by the govern- 
ment in the “pars” to be used in con- 
nection with the crop report of October 
25. Nevertheless. the week ended 
showing a net decline compared with 
the week previous of about 90 ports.
